But, at least, 1| sat still long
enough to admire my big sister's
evireme prettiness as she stood
10 her bridal dress beside her
quiet, sell possessed soldier,
Captain Grant was as cool under
the fire of the clergyman’s ques-
tions as he bad been under the
fires of the Mexican artllery.

tomb, Therefore, I will content
myself with saying again that if
General Grant was ever a victim
of the liquor habit 1t was & con-
dition which he happily concealed
from those nearest his heart,
closest in their association with
him, and who loved him best."
